Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-5 and 7-17 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
invention generally discloses public-access internet terminals. However, the prior arts 
of record fail to teach, singly or in combination, a video camera, which inputs video 
images, connected to the computer, said computer being programmed to use said video 
camera to provide video-conference service to the user; a telecommunications link 
adapted to connect the computer to an e-commerce intranet providing free services to 
the user, said free services including information resources and free access to selected 
e-commerce intranet sites and contact with an intranet agent at an e-commerce service 
facility, the telecommunications link also being adapted to connect the computer to the 
internet to thereby provide the user access to the internet; and a service unit including 
electric power and data connectors for use by a portable computing device.
